A QAA spokeswoman said: “We 
are aware of the allegations 
about the University of 
Bedfordshire. 

“QAA’s Concerns Scheme is set 
up to investigate systemic 
threats to academic quality and 
standards, and we publish the 
reports on all full investigations 
we carry out. However, we 
cannot comment on the status 
of any Concerns investigations.” 

She added: “We don’t 
announce whether or not we’ve 
gone to full investigation, but we 
do announce our findings once 
a full investigation is published.” 

A University of Bedfordshire 
spokeswoman said: “The 
university has never permitted 
preferential treatment of 
students by virtue of their 
nationality or course of study. 

“It applies its regulations 
consistently and fairly. The 
university is confident its quali¬ 
ty and standards are robust. 

“The university conducted its 
own investigation in April and 
found the allegations to be 
unsubstantiated and inaccu¬ 
rate.”

AN education watchdog has 
confirmed it has received 
allegations that the University 
of Bedfordshire has been show¬ 
ing preferential treatment to 
students sponsored by the 
Saudi Arabian government. 

The Quality Assurance Agency 
(QAA) said it was ‘aware’ of 
concerns which had been raised 
about sponsored students being 
allowed multiple exam resits 
without having to retake the 
whole academic year. 

The university said it had 
conducted its own investiga¬ 
tions into the allegations in 
April and had found them 
‘unsubstantiated and inaccu¬ 
rate’. 

A university spokeswoman 
said it was ‘confident its quality 
and standards are robust’. 

There is no suggestion the 
university has been found guilty 
of any wrongdoing. 

According to a report by the 
Times Higher Education news¬ 
paper, the students were allowed 
to retake an exam three times 
before having to retake the year, 



and were also allowed to study 
units from two different 
academic stages. 

The university’s academic 
regulations for 2012/13 state 
that ‘students who do not pass a 
unit on their second attempt 
may retake the unit during the 
next academic study period in 
which the unit is offered’. 

The Times also reported that it 
had seen documents which 
suggested Saudi Arabian 
students were treated different¬ 
ly as they would have lost their 
government sponsorship if they

Labour suspension for 
PCC over report leak

THE county's Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) has been 
suspended from the Labour 
Party following news that a 
report into information he 
leaked has been passed on to the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS). 

On Wednesday, the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) said it had 
completed its investigation into 
Oily Martins following the PCC’s 
admission earlier this year that 
he had passed on ‘confidential 
information’ about the death of 
Leon Briggs to a Home Office 
worker. 

The CPS will now determine 
whether there is evidence to 
warrant criminal charges.

Following the IPCC’s 
announcement a spokesman for 
the national Labour Party 
confirmed that Mr Martins had 
been given notice of administra¬ 
tive suspension on Wednesday 


afternoon. Mr Martins said: “I 
have co-operated fully with the 
IPCC investigation and provided 
a full and detailed account of my 
actions. 

“Even though the threshold for 
the IPCC referring their investi¬ 
gation to the CPS is a low one I 
am surprised the IPCC consid¬ 
ered this case reaches that 
threshold. 

“I am confident the CPS will 
make the right decision.” 

Mr Briggs, a 39-year-old father 
of two, died in November last 
year after being detained by 
police in Marsh Road and was 
taken into custody. 

He was taken to Luton Police 
Station but later had to be rushed 
to Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
where he died. 

His death is also being investi¬ 
gated by the IPCC.

TWO men have been acquitted of 
drug offences after cocaine with 
a street value of £10,000 was 
found by police in an upstairs 
bedroom of a house in Luton. 

Wesley Barker and Habid Iqbal 
were cleared on Friday at Luton 
Crown Court of possessing the 
drugs with intent to supply. 

The drugs had been found by 
police armed with a search 
warrant when they went to the 
property in Dexter Close. 

Mr Barker was present but 
claimed he had been using the 
house for a few weeks after 
becoming homeless. 

He told officers he knew nothing 
about the cocaine which was 
found in an upstairs bedroom 
and the jury heard people were 
constantly coming and going 
from the property. 

Mr Iqbal was arrested after a 
single fingerprint was found on a 
freezer bag that contained the 252 
grams of cocaine. 

Freezer bags had been found in a 
kitchen at the house which again 
was used by a number of people. 

During the two day trial the jury 
were told that as part of the police 
raid on the property in Dexter 
Close, officers raided another 
house in Flint Road, Luton, find¬ 
ing £7,000 in cash, with both 
taking place on April 18 last year. 

Mr Barker, 28, went on trial with 
Mr Iqbal, also 28. 

Of the two defendants only Mr 
Barker had been present at the 
house in Dexter Close. 

Later in an interview, Mr Barker 
claimed he had only been staying 
there a few weeks, after being 
made homeless. He denied any 
knowledge of the 252 grams of the 
drug that was found in an upstairs 
bedroom. 

Mr Barker, of Olympic Close, 
Luton, and Mr Iqbal, of Flint 
Close, Marsh Farm, Luton, both 
pleaded not guilty to possessing a 
Class A drug with intent to 
supply. Mr Iqbal pleaded not 
guilty to possessing criminal 
property in the form of £7,000 in 
cash. The jury cleared both men 
of the charges.

A HUSBAND whose wife 
suffered a tragic mis¬ 
carriage will be taking 
the plunge to raise 
awareness of a charity 
that helps families say 
goodbye.

Arson attack wakes

A WOMAN was woken up by a 
fire in her flat which is 
believed to have been an 
arson attack.

PC Lee-Anne Pogson, inves¬ 
tigating, said she wants to 
hear from anyone in the area 
at the time of the attack. 

She said: “Thankfully no 
one has been harmed as a 
result of this attack but things 
could have been very differ¬ 
ent if the occupant had not 
been woken. We need to catch 
the person or persons who 
committed this offence as 


soon as possible and stop any 
further serious incidents 
from occurring. 

“I would really like to hear 
from anyone who was in the 
area at the time of the offence, 
or from anyone else who may 
have information - however 
small or insignificant they 
think it is - that could help us. 

“Don’t dismiss your infor¬ 
mation as unimportant - 
even tiny details which don’t 
seem relevant now might 
become useful later on in the 
investigation.”

Prisoner support at risk 

AFTER reading Steve Lowe’s column 
(August 24), I felt compelled to write in 
response to his comments regarding the 
lack of support for released prisoners. 

Some readers will know that, whilst short 
sentenced prisoners are released without 
support, those sentenced to 12 months or 
more are supervised by the Probation 
Service on release. This supervision is with 


the aim of preventing reoffending and so 
often involves ensuring practical issues are 
also addressed. 

However, the government is currently 
implementing far reaching changes that 
divide the Probation Service in two; 70 per 
cent of the work will be put out to private 
tender if these plans are not halted. 

Companies such as G4S, Serco or Amey 
will bid for this work and try to profit from 
the supervision of criminals. 

This split has been justified on the basis 
that it will allow for the supervision of all 
prisoners but, without providing any addi¬ 
tional resources, this will simply see anoth¬ 
er example of trying to get more for less and 
the legislation necessary is a long way off. 

In the meantime the caseload split has 
begun and contracts are being drawn up. 

Electronic systems have been divided and 
the service is in disarray as computer

L ET’S cut to the chase. 
The NHS is dying. 
Whether it is being 
killed off, or just 
allowed to wither matters 
not. Once perhaps the great¬ 
est public service and insti¬ 
tution created by human¬ 
kind, it is on its way out. 

The first seeds of its 
destruction were the 
purchaser/provider arrange¬ 
ments made in the 1990s. 

Once the buyer is free to 
buy wheresoever they 
choose, private, cheaper 
alternatives will always be 
available, especially for the 
‘easy’ services. 

That begins to undermine 
the NHS, as its ‘more profita¬ 
ble’ lines are taken away, 
which over time becomes 
irreversible. Then the latest 
Act of Parliament gave us 
Commissioning Groups. 

Commissioning is just 
another word for buying. 
And of course they are buy¬ 
ing with less cash overall, so 
can either buy fewer services 
or buy them more cheaply. 

Should the Conservatives 
return to power, the NHS 
will likely be gone by the end 
of their term. Indeed, 
Secretary of Health Jeremy 
Hunt once spoke of the need 
to dismantle the NHS. But 
there is not much hope with 
Labour, who when it comes 
to health, specialise in 
banality and vacuity. 

Harsh? Read Ed Miliband’s 


Diagnosis not good for 
NHS - it’s now terminal 


speech on it. It is like outer 
space - a whole lot of 
nothing. Locally people face 
uncertainty and growing 
fears that hospitals will be 
downgraded or may disap¬ 
pear altogether. And again 
both Conservative and 
Labour are conspicuous by 
their silence. 

To be fair to the Lib Dems, 
they are making a bit of a 
fuss but they have a credibil¬ 
ity problem. Well two actual¬ 
ly: they have no real power 
and cannot be trusted in 
that they mean what they 
say. 

The Mental Health Service 
in the county is in a state of 
disarray. The three organisa¬ 
tions involved, excuse the 
acronyms, SEPT, Luton CCG 
and Bedfordshire CCG, are 
bickering over its future, and 
the cost and effectiveness of 
the recent past. And of 
course these Commissioning 
groups have the power to do 
what they will, so long as 
they keep within budget. 

The government has passed 
the buck, or what in sport 
would be called made a 
hospital pass. So it won’t be 
politicians who decide if 


your hospital closes or you 
have to travel 20 miles to 
A&E, but a faceless bureau¬ 
cracy. Of course, one of the 
best ways to save money is 
not to treat people who are 
sick. The other is to charge 
them. I have just been 
offered screening for symp¬ 
toms of strokes, heart attacks 
etc, at a cost. GPs apparently 
no longer do this. 

There is no denying that 
parts of the NHS were failing 
and that some hospitals were 
not a little short of a disgrace 
but actually a disgrace. 

Many GP practices were not 
exactly brilliant either. 

So to some extent it was 
broke, but instead of being 
fixed it is being broken up, 
and will soon be heading for 
the knacker’s yard. I have no 
doubt that history will be 
rewritten and the NHS, God 
bless it, will be a service that 
served this country well but, 
like trams and corner shops, 
outserved its usefulness. It is 
just no longer needed in post 
modern Britain. And any¬ 
way, with private health 
care, only the poor are really 
suffering. And who cares 
about them?

ALMOST 3,000 animals stepped onto 
the scales or were measured by giant 
rulers this week at Whipsnade Zoo. 

A range of creatures from pygmy 
marmosets to towering giraffes were 
studied as zookeepers recorded their 
vital statistics. 

The zoo said 200 different species 
needed to have their details recorded 
to ensure their health and well-being 
can be closely monitored by keepers 
throughout the year.

Force implements new stop and search code 


POLICE in the county have 
adopted two key elements of 
the government’s new ‘Best 
Use of Stop and Search’ 
scheme, it has been confirmed 
this week. 

The force is one of 43 across 


England and Wales agreeing to 
the code which will see offic¬ 
ers record every outcome 
resulting from the practice. 

It will also place more limits 
on the use of controversial 
Section 60 stops which allows 


officers to stop and search 
people without grounds for 
suspicion in a situation where 
serious violence is anticipated. 

Police will also soon allow 
public observers to watch stop 
and search in operation.

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Council rapped over paper 


LUTON council has been 
told by the government to 
stop publishing its 
in-house newspaper 
(pictured left) every month 
and change it to a quarter¬ 
ly publication. 

Local Government 
Minister Kris Hopkins MP 
said authorities had to 
follow a Publicity Code 
which stated that newslet¬ 
ters or newssheets should 
not be published more 
frequently than quarterly. 


The directive was issued 
last week in a letter 
addressed to six other 
councils including Luton. 

A spokesman said the 
authority was ‘surprised 
and disappointed’ by Mr 
Hopkins’s letter. 

He added that the coun¬ 
cil was ‘fully supportive’ of 
the Publicity Code but felt 
that ‘the frequency of 
council publications 
should be a matter of local 
discretion’. 


Scheme to target 
quality of housing

A PROJECT has been 
launched to improve the 
standard of housing in the 
town. 

Luton council has teamed 
up with Bedfordshire Fire & 
Rescue Service, Citizens 
Advice Bureau and Luton Law 
Centre to tackle poor accom¬ 
modation found in the 
private rented sector. 

One area of focus will be 
houses in Multiple 
Occupation (HMOs), which 


make up around a quarter of 
households in the town’s 
private rented sector. 

HMOs are properties occu¬ 
pied by unrelated people or 
households who share facili¬ 
ties such as a bathroom, toilet 
or cooking facilities. 

A dedicated housing officer 
will be tasked with identify¬ 
ing properties being rented 
out which are damp, cold, 
dirty, unsecured, too small, 
or don’t have the appropriate 
number of bathrooms or 
toilets. 

All HMO properties in the 


town require a licence to 
ensure the council has power 
to stop landlords renting out 
unsuitable or unsafe proper¬ 
ties. 

The project follows a string 
of successful prosecutions in 
which landlords were renting 
out poor quality and unsafe 
homes to Luton residents. 

The authority is also trying 
to bring many empty homes 
back into use. It said they 
were a ‘wasted resource’ 
which ‘attract crime, arson, 
vandalism, squatting and 
anti-social behaviour’.

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Youngsters given vote 
of political confidence 


POLITICS needs young 
people more than ever, and 
young people really need 
politics. 

Yet young people’s discon¬ 
nect from formal politics is 
widely acknowledged. 

Politicians - along with the 
word ‘politics’ - are seen as 
boring, irrelevant and an 
immediate turn-off for many 
young people. 

Just 38 per cent of Brits 
under 25 voted in any 
election in the past three 
years compared to 70 per cent 
aged over 65, findings from 
one formal survey show. 

However, low levels of inter¬ 
est in the ‘political process’, 
underlined by the low turn¬ 
out in elections do not tell us 
the whole story where young 
people are concerned. 

In fact young people are 
interested in public issues 
and current affairs. 

I have spoken to many of our 
young Lutonians who on the 
one hand may declare them¬ 
selves the least bit interested 
in politics, but on the other do 
share political concerns, with 
it affecting our day-to-day 
lives. 

Many have expressed strong 
views on issues ranging from 
education, health services, 
jobs, community work, 
affordable homes - the list is

endless. Other youngsters 
have gone as far as signing a 
petition, or attending a local 
protest. Young people do 
care. This so called ‘discon¬ 
nect’ is from the formal polit¬ 
ical process itself. 

How do we encourage 
future generations to get 
involved in the political 
process, to influence and 
shape policy effectively for 
the better of our town. 

I believe that young people 
need to grow up learning and 
understanding government 
and politics. 

Being a school governor in 
Luton for more than 10 years I 
have seen how knowledge 
can equip young people, 
instil passion and transform 
lives. 

I am therefore all for having 
politics on the national 
curriculum in schools. 

Democracy, participation, 
individual rights and respon¬ 
sibilities, political institu¬ 
tions and current political 
debates - all require a basic 
knowledge and understand¬ 


ing. This will lead to healthy 
engagement and change. 

The forum for political 
debate from young people 
should be far wider than 
predominantly social media. 

Being able to take action 
and having the tools to make 
a difference on issues young 
people care about should be 
encouraged as well as 
supported. There is young 
talent in Luton and lots of it. 
Our youths need to be 
empowered to create positive 
change in our communities. 

This in itself will lead to 
young people participating in 
politics and the political 
process, thus ensuring better 
representation. 

On Thursday, September 4 
at the Hat Factory in Luton 
between 6pm and 9pm 
UpRising will be holding its 
first Youth Political Debate 
where young people can 
discuss their views with a 
panel of politicians.

“Marvel at how one 
woman can mercilessly 
murder so much chocolate, 
and yet remain so curiously 
slim. . .As a big fat liar once 
said: ‘Her singular attempt to 
be ordinary fails misera¬ 
bly’. 

“I’m sick with excite¬ 
ment about this solo 
tour. I’ve just eaten a 
little bit of the cush¬ 
ion with my bum 
thinking about it. 

I’ve always wanted 
to do it and I think 
I’ve dodged it a 
bit. Because I’m 


aware that it’s a risk.” French is direct¬ 
ed by Michael Grandage, the man who 
ran the Donmar Warehouse for a 
decade until 2012. 

“I could have asked Fatty Saunders, 
but I thought, ‘I’m actually going to 
ask a proper grown up theatre person’. 
It’s not a stand-up show. 

“It’s not a play. I guess it is a mono¬ 
logue because it’s just me talking. It’s a 
slide show to an extent. But not JUST a 
slide show. 

“It’s not like your awful, most feared 
auntie who’s just come back from 
Egypt where you have to sit and watch 
everything. It’s quite autobiographi¬ 
cal, so I show you the people that have 
made me - so to speak. There’s quite a 
lot about my mum and dad.” 

At home, French was a performer 
and her dad was too. “He would tease 
me to discipline me. Very loving 
teasing. Lots of things were dealt with 
at that quite sophisticated level of lots 
of fun.” 

French’s father gave her confidence 
and she remembers a ‘key 
moment’ when she was leaving 
for a party. 

“I’ve always been a big girl 
and shouldn’t really have 
been wearing hot pants,” she 
; says. Her father, though, was 
* supportive. 

“He told me I was 
V completely beautiful and 
how amazing I looked 
in them and that I 
would get loads of 
attention. So my 
dad gave me a 
sort of telling 
L off that was 
about totally 
infusing me 
, with confi¬ 
dence and I 
went on 



cloud nine to this party and I’ve actu¬ 
ally never left that party. It was 
armour.” 

When she was just 18, French’s father 
Denys killed himself. Growing up, she 
and her brother had been shielded 
from his depression. 

It was, she says, “just like a bomb 
went off in our family. My mum of 
course would have known there was 
danger. He’d lived his whole life with it 
but this was in a time when you didn’t 
say you had mental illness if you were 
the head of a family. I still have 
sadness about it. Massive sadness. 

And I think it’s been a centre point of 
my life what happened with my dad.” 

Soon after her father’s suicide, 

French started at the Central School of 
Speech and Drama in London on a 
teaching course. 

There she met Jennifer Saunders and 
the pair began to make names for 
themselves on the alternative comedy 
scene. Their long-running TV show, 

French and Saunders, launched in 
1987. Roles on television - including 
the lead part in the Vicar of Dibley - 
and in the theatre have followed. 

Now, with an autobiography and two 
novels also to her name, she is testing 
herself again. 

French is not entirely easy with it 
being all about her. “It’s a little bit, 

‘Aren’t I interesting?’ I keep saying to 
Michael Grandage, ‘I need to take this 
out,’ and he says, ‘Absolutely not - 
that’s the WHOLE point. Do NOT push 
it away from you. Absolutely own it 
and be completely strong and confi¬ 
dent about that.’ And so that’s what 
I’ve done. 

“I don’t need loads of positive strokes 
for just being alive. What I want is 
people to turn up and see whether

Sinful sequel 
falls far short

SIN CITY 2 _ 

At cinemas now 

Rated 18 

WHILE it boasts the same 
visual splendours and comic 
book noir as the original, it 
lacks the impact its predeces¬ 
sor made back in 2005. 

For a gun toting film full of 
decapitations, bondage and 
mutilations, it’s stuff we’ve 
seen before from directors 
Robert Rodriguez and Frank 
Miller. 

It’s disappointing, really, for 
fans that have waited nine 
years for this sequel to be 
handed a mediocre offering. 

The film expertly weaves 
together four stories in Sin 
City: Marv returns to hunt 
down frat boys, gambler 
Johnny is up against his 
estranged father, Dwight 
McCarthy gets caught in a web 
with an ex, and little Nancy 
Callahan is all grown up and 
on a quest for revenge. 

While Marv doesn’t feature 
centrally in any of the stories 
this time, he still finds time to 
crack a few skulls and his 
devil-may-care narration 


makes us feel right at home. 
The first half gets off to a good 
start with Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt as gambler Johnny 
adding a touch of charm, as he 
goes up against crime boss 
and senator Roark. 

But the second act is slow 
going and the highly antici¬ 
pated return of stripper Nancy 
is a letdown. Watched over by 
the dull ghost of her saviour 
JJartigan, Nancy spirals out of 
control before our eyes. 

Well, we think that’s the idea 
- for a woman on the brink we 
see no stages to her descent 
into despair as Alba doesn’t 
have the acting pedigree to 
carry her own scenes, while 
Bruce Willis stands around 
looking miserable. 

But if there’s one thing the 
film does well, it’s action. 

There’s plenty of bloody 
violence with sharp white 
splattering across black back¬ 
grounds in glorious fashion, 
with the odd dab of colour 
used sparingly to great effect. 

Perhaps the long wait 
between films has resulted in 
a waning interest, not helped 
by the lack of originality in 
what is basically a graphic 
novel brought to life.

As with most things in life, the best 
products take what seems a complicated 
bunch of requirements and reduce them 
to something very simple and elegant. 
The Volvo V40 is just such a car. The 
Swedish company has built a premium 
five-door family hatch that looks great, 
drives well, makes sense on the balance 
sheet and which has an amazing amount 
of safety equipment built into it. It really 
is as good as it looks, especially now that 
Volvo offers the option of its own highly 
efficient engines beneath the bonnet. 

Here’s a hatch clearly developed by people who 
care about driving and it delivers a very good 
compromise indeed of absorbent ride and 
assured handling composure. So much so that 
I’ve begun to question the ‘less is more’ mantra I 
tend to apply to the brand’s other models when it 
comes to engine output. There’s not much point 
in having loads of power in a car that handles 
like a pudding. This one though, can cope with 
a bit more, which is why it’s worth opting for 
the fastest of the three diesel engines on offer, 
the 190bhp D4. Like the next diesel down, the 
150bhp D3, it’s a 2.0-litre unit but unlike that 
engine, this is Volvo’s own impressive ‘Drive-E’ 


powerplant. Amazingly, it’s nearly as efficient as 
the much less powerful entry-level diesel in the 
range, the 115bhp D2. And that variant’s a lot 
slower than the D4: a D2 V40 gets to 62mph in 
11.7s en route to 118mph. 

With the V40, Volvo has brought its brand up 
to date. Fashionable styling clothes some serious 
safety in a very assured piece of design further 
improved by the option of Volvo’s own ‘Drive-E’ 
2.0-litre petrol and diesel engines. Gothenburg 
has taken on the Germans before - but never like 
this. In the premium compact hatch segment, 
only BMW’s 1 Series can out-handle this 
car - and that’s only because of its rear wheel 
drive, a layout Volvo thinks is better suited to 
Silverstone than Surbiton. In any case, careful 
development of this car’s dynamic Focus-inspired 
underpinnings has left us with a car an enthusiast 
might still enjoy. 

Which is a surprise. But then, much about 
this car is. Efficient yet characterful, stylish yet 
sensible, it ought to appeal far beyond Volvo’s 
core customer base. It ought to, but it may not. 
BMW, Audi, Mercedes - even Alfa Romeo 
customers: they’re all pretty parochial. They 
shouldn’t be. A drive in one of these would blow 
away quite a few prejudices. Whoever would have 
thought it?

LUTON boss John Still will not make any 
rash last-minute buys when the transfer 
window closes tomorrow but will sign a 
wide man if the right player is made 
available. 

The Hatters' shortcomings could yet be 
eased by the return of Alex Lawless, pic¬ 
tured, who has missed the start of the 
season with a hamstring injury but is 
between a week and 10 days away from a 
return to action - as is Jonathan Smith. 

Still finished his summer shopping 
early, save for some development addi¬ 
tions, so the manager won't splash the 
cash for the sake of it as the drama of 
Monday unfolds. 

He said: “The difficult thing that we 
have is that we are a little bit unbalanced 
in terms of playing out and out wide men 
because Alex Lawless can do that job on 
the right hand side.

“So I've had to play Luke Rooney in a 
little bit and he can play in those wide 
positions, but we've probably lacked a lit¬ 
tle bit in the wide areas, if I'm being hon¬ 
est.

I could name 
six players that, if they were available, 
would be the type, but they're not avail¬ 
able.

A late Matt Robinson dismissal compounded a 
lifeless Luton Town performance as they fell 
to a 2-0 League Two defeat at Shrewsbury.

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Lack of quality to blame 
for defeat, says boss Still

“I can say wholeheart¬ 
edly they were better than 
us.
